Upon theſe repulſes, ſhe rook wing, and 
away ſhe went-to Heaven, hardly lea- 
ving ſo much as: the bare print of her 
footſteps behind her. Her-Name how- 
ever is not yet forgotten, and ſhe's Pi- 
Edured with a Scepter in her Hand, and 
* is till called Fuſtice ; but call her what 
ye will, ſhe makes as good a Firein Hell 
as a Taylor ; and for ſlight of Hand, 
pes down all the Jilts, Cheats, Pick- 
ocks and Trepanners in the World: to 
fay the truth, Awvarice is grown to that 
height, that Men employ all the facul- 
ties of Soul and Body to Reb, and De- 
eeive. The Leacher, docs not he ſteal 
away the honour of his Miſtreſs 2 
( though with her conſent) The Atturs 
»ey pick your Pockets, and ſhew you a 
Law for't; The Comedian gets your 
_ Money and your time, with reciting 
other Mens Labours; the Lover co- 
Zens you with his Eyes; the Eloquent 
with his Tongue; The Yaliant with 
kis Arm ; The M»/i6/a7 with his "—__ 
an 
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' and Fingers; the  4Aſftrologer, with his 
Calculations; The Apothecary, with 
Sickneſs and Health ; the Surgeon, with 
Blood; and the Phyſician, with DearÞ 
it ſelf; And in ſome ſort or other, theY 
are all Cheats; but the Catchpole (it 
the name of Fuſtice) abuſes you with his 
whole Man ; He watches you with his 
Eyes; Follows you with his Feet; Seizts 
with his Zands; accuſes with his Tongne ; 
And in fine, pur it in your Litany. From 
Catchpoles, as well as Devils, Libera nos, 
Domtge, RR | 
But how comes it ( faid I ) that you 

have not coupled the Women with the 
Thieves? for they are both of a Trade, 
Not a word of Women as ye love me, 
( quoth the Devil ) for we are ſo tired 
our with their importunities, ſo deaf'd 
with the Eternal Clack of their 
Tongues , that we ſtart at the very 
thought of them. And to ſay the 
truth, Ze{ were no ill Minter Quarter, 
1f it were not fo overſtock'd- with that 
ſort of Catrel Since the death of the 
Witch of Ez4or, it has been all their 
buſineſs to improve themſelves in ſub- 
_ tlety and Malice, and to ſetus together 
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by the Ears among our ſelves. Nay ſome 
of them are confident enough to tell us 
to our Teeth, that when we have done 
our worſt, they'll give us a Rewland far 
our Ol:ver. Only this comfort we have, 
that they are a cheaper Plague to Us, 
than they are to To; for we have no 
Exchanges, Hide-Parks, or Spring-Gar- 
dens in our Territories. | 

You are well ſtored then with We+ 
wen, I ſee, but of which have you moſt ? 
( faid I) Handſom, or Ill-favoured 2 Oh, 
of the 1-favourd, fix for one ( quoth 
the Devil ; ) For your Beauties can never 
want Gallants to lay their Appetites ; 
and many of. them, 'when they comeat 
laſt to have their Bellies full, &'en give 
+ over the ſport , Repent and 'ſcape. 
Whereas no body will touch the l-fa- 
vou#/'d Wwithour a pair of Tongs; and 
for want of Water to quench their Fire, 
they come to us ſuch' Skeletons , that 
they are enough to affright the Devil 
bimſelf. ' For they are moſt commonly 
old, 'and accompany their laſt Groans 
With a Curſe upon he younger that are 
ro ſurvive them. I carried away one 
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I took juſt in the nick, as ſhe was upon 
a certain Exerciſe to remove obſtructi- 
ons : And when'I came taland her 
Alas for the poor Woman! What a terri- 
ble fit had ſhe got of the Toot-ach | When 
upon ſearch, rhe Devil a Tooth had ſhe 
left in het Head, only ſhe belycd her 
Chops to ſave her Credit. 

You have exceedingly ſatisfied me, 
(faid I ) in all your anſwers: Bur pray'e 
onee again, what ſtore of Beggars have 
ye in Hell> Poor People, I mean.

Thoſe ( faidT, ) that have noPoſleſſions 
' in the World; How can that be, 
( quoth he ) that choſe ſhopld be 
damn'd, that have nothing in the 
World z When Men are only damn'd 
for cleaving ro't. And briefly I find 
none of their names jn our Books, which 
is no wonder ; for he that has nothin 
to truſt ro, ſhall þe left by the Devil 
himſelf in time of need. Fo deal plains 
Iy with you, where have you greater 
Devils, than your Flatterers, falſe 
Friends, lewd Company, enyious Pere 
ſons, than a Son, a Brother, or a Rela» 
tion that lies in wait for your life, to

already at the Devil. Now the Poor 
have none of this; they are neither 
fAarter'd nor envy*d, nor hefriended, 
nor accompanied : There's no gaping .

However, to 
render this Confeſſion of my weakneſs

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me the entertainment of this following

ther for Countenance than Corredtion ; 
(for they underſtood no other Menage 
than the Heel ) and all along Head-and 
Body went too, like, a Baker upon his 
Panniers Divers of them I obſerved, 
had huge Gold Rings upon their Fin- 
gers, and fer with Stones of 1o large a 
{1ze, that they could hardly feel a Pa- 

wents Pulſe, without minding him 'of 
his 
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| his Monument. [There were more thai 
a good many of them, and a world of 
Puny Practicers at their heels, that came 
out Graduates, by converſing rather 
With the Males than the DodZors: Well ! 
ſaid I to my ſelf, if there goes no more 
than this ro the making a Phyſician, it 
1S no marvel we Pay ſo dear for their 
Experience. . 
After theſe, follow'd a long Train of 
Mountebank- Apothecaries, | laden with 
Peſtles ind Mortars, . Suppoſitories 5 Spa- 
thlas, Gliſter-Pipes, and -Syringes, ready 
charg'd, atid as mortal as Gun-ſhor, and 
ſeveral 7itled Boxes, with Remedies with- 
out, and Poyſons withis, Ye may ob- 
ſerye, that when a Patient comes to die, 
The Apothecaries Mortar rings the P aſe 
fing-Bell, as the Prieſt's Requiem: finiſhes 
the buſineſs. An Apotheraries Shop is 
(in effet) no orher than the Phyfcians 
Armory, that ſupplies him with! Wea- 
porls; and ( to fay the truth, ) the /z- 
ſtruments of the Apothecary and the 
Soldzer, are much of a Quality 2 What 
are their Boxes bur Petards > Thefr Sy- 
ringes, Piſtols, and their Pills, but Babs 
kit: And after” all, conſidering _ 
| | HEE 
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Purgative Medicines, we may properly 
enough call their Shops Purgatory ; and 
why nor their Perſons Hell > Their Pati» 
exts the Damn'd ? And their Maſters 
the Devils * Theſe Apothecarics were 
in Facquets, wrought all over with Bs, 
ſtruck chrough like wounded Hearts, 
and in the form of the firſt Character 
of their Preſcriptions; which (as they 
rell us) ſignifies Recipe( Take Thou, ) but 
we find it to ſtand for Recipio (7 Take.) 
Next to this Figure, they write, Ana, 
Ana, which is as much as to ſay, A» Aſs, 
An Aſs ; and aftes rhis march the Oux- 
_ ces and the Scraples; an incomparable 

Cordial to a dying Man; the former to 
diſpatch che Body, and the latter, to pur 
the Soul into the High-way to the De- 
vil, To hear them call over all their 
Simples, would make you {wear, they 
_ were raiſing ſo many Devils, There's 
your Opepanax , Buphtalmus, A aphylis 
Bos, ' Alettor olophos, p Ophiofcorodon, Ants 
moſphorus, &c. 

And by all chis formidable Bombaſt, 
is meant nothing in the World bur a 
few paltry Roots, as. Carrots, Turneps, 
Skirrits, Radiſh, and che like. Bur oP 

ave 
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have the'old Proverb ar. rheir Fingers 
end:; He that knows theg will never bu 
thee: And therefore. every thing muſt 
be made a Myſtery, to hold their Pa- 
tients in ignorance, and kegp up the 
Price of the Market. And were not 
the very names of their Medicines ſuf- 
ficient to. fright away any Diſtemper, 
'tis to be: fear'd the Remedy would 
prove worſe than the Diſeaſe. - Can 
any pain in-nature, think ye, haye the 
Confidenceto look the Phyſician in the 
Face, that comes arm'd with a Drug. 
made of Max's Greaſe 2 Though dit- 
guis'd under the name gf Mummy, to 
take off the horrour and Giſguſt of it : 
Or to ſtay for a dretfiing with Dr. Wha- 
chams Plaifter, that ſhall fetch up a Man's 
Leg to the ſize of a Mill-poſt 2 When I 
ſaw theſe People Herded with the Phy- 
ficians,  methought rhe old fluctith Pro-' 
verb thar ſays, There 7s a great diſtance 
between the Pulſe and the Arſe, was mach. 
to blame for making ſuch a diticrence 
in their Dignities, tor I find none at all ; 
bur the Phyfician $kips in a trice from. - 
the Palſe to the Stool and Urinal, ac-. 
cording te the Dactrine of Galen, who 

| ſends 
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ſends all his Diſciples to thoſe unſavou- 
ry 'Oracles: From whoſe hands the De- 
vil himſelf, if he were Sick, would nor 
receive ſo much as a Gliſter. Oh! 
theſe curſed and lawfeſs Arbitrators 
and Diſpoſers of our lives! That with- 
- out either Conſcience or Religion, di- 
vide our Souls and Bodies, by their 
damn'd Poyſonous Potions, Scarifica- 
tions, Incifions, Exceſſive Bleedings, &C. 
which are but the ſeyeral ways of exe-

Preſently afzer theſe, appear'd a 
Conſort of /ond and tedious Talke:s, that 
Tired and Deafen'd the Company with 
their ſhrill and reſtleſs Gaggle : But as 
one told me, thele were of ſeyeral ſorts, 
Some they call'd Swimmers from the 
motion of their Arms in all their Diſ- 
courſes, which was juſt as if they had 
been Padling.

Phyſician of the Houſe. In ſhotr It &en 
pity'd my. heart to'fee ſo many poor 
people in fo ſad a Condition, and. with- 
out any hope of - Relief, as T gather'd 
from him that had them in care: for 
they were ſtill Puddering and Royling 
their Bodiesz and if they got a little 
Eaſe for rhe preſent, they'd be down 
again, as ſoon as they had taken theit 
Medicine:

give that Language to ſo' Honourable a 
Profeſſion: for ( ſays he *) Who wears 
better Cloaths than your Coach-men 2 Are 
not we in our Velvits, Embroideries ? 
and Laces 2 and as Glorious as ſo many- 
Phaetons > Have not vir Maſters reaſon to - 
te good to us,when their Necks are at ſtake, 
and their Lives at our Mercy ?

There's no Abſurdiry in the 
Compariſon ; for if They know ſome of 
their privacies, we "know more; YES, 
and perhaps more than' we'll ſpeak of. 
What have we here to do, cry'd a De- 
vil: that was ready ro fiitMhak his Heart 
with Laughing. A- man in his 
' Tropes and Fignres? An Orator inſtead 
of a Waggoner-2 The flave has broke 
his Bridle, and got his Head ar Liberty, 
and now he'll never have done. No, 
why thould he 2 ( ſays another that had 
ſerv'd a great Lady more ways than 
One) is this the beſt Entertainment 
you can afford your Servants 2 your 
daily Drudges? 'm ſure we bring you 
good Commodity, well Packd; well Con- 
aition'd ; well Perſumd; Right , Neat 
and Cleay : ' Not like your  City-ware 
that comes dirty to you , up. to the 
Hocks; and yet every Dazgle-Tail'd 
Wench, and Skip- kennel, ſhall be better 
+ us'd than We. Ah! The Ingratitude of 
this Place! If we had done as much 
| forſome body elſe, as we bave done for 
you, we ſhould not haye-been now to 
ſeek for your Wages. When you have 
nothing elſe to ſay , you tell me that 
I 
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Iam puniſh'd for carrying the Sick, rhe 
Gouty, the Lame, to Church, to Maſs ; 


or ſome ſiragling Virgins, back again 


to their - Cloiſter : Which is'a Damn'd 
Lye; for1 am able to prove, that all

eife at the 7our 4 1a Mode, where there 
was Kill appointed ſame After-Meeting ; 
ro treat of certain Affairs, that highly 
Import the Intereſt and Welfare of 
your Dominions. I have indeed earry'd 
my Miſtr:ſs ſometimes to the Church- 
Door, bur it ſignify'd no more than if - 
I had carry'd bh to a Conventicle; for 

all her Buſineſs there, was to meet her 


Gallant, anda to agree when they ſhould . 


meet mxt; according to the way of De- 
votion now in. Mode, To conclude ; 
it is moſt certain, that I never tookany 
Crcature ( knowingly) into my Coach, 


That had ſo much as-a good 7houehr. 


And this was ſo well known, that -it 
was all one, to aik, If a Lady were 4 
Maid ; or if ſhe had ewer been in my 


| Coach. If it. appear'd ſhe had; He thar 


Marry'd her, knew before-hand, what 
he had to'truſt re. And after all this, 
E_: | ye; 
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ye haye made us a fair Requital. With 
That the Devil fell a Laughing, and 
with five or ſix. Twinging ſerks, half 
flay'd -the poor Coach-maz ; fo that I 
was &cn glad troRetirez in pity partly 
to the Coach-man, and partly ro my 
ſelf ; for the Carrying. of a Coach-mam, 
z« little berter than the furning up of 4 
Ding hil. 

My next Adventure was into a Deep 
Vault, where I began igmediately ro 
ſhudder, and my Teeth chatter'd in my 
h:aa. I askt the meaning of it ; aad 
there came up to me a. Devil, with 
Kizb'd heels, and his Toes all Mortifid ; 
and told: me that That Quarter was 
allotrediro the Buffoons and Drolls, which 
are a pcople (ſays he} of ſo [tarvd a 
Conccipr, ane fo cold a Diſcourſe, that 
we are fain to Chain, and Lock them 
up, for tear they ſhould ſpoil che Tem- _ 
per of our Fire.

A1d there were they at it, 
pecking at One another, and nothing 
bur the ſame feoleries .over and over 
again, thar they had praftis'd upon 
Earth, 
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Earth. Among the Buffors, Iaw divers 
that paſs'd here ia the World for Mer of 
_ Honeſty, and Homnony : which were in, 
_ * as the Devil told me, for Flattery, and 
were a ſort of Buffon, that goes berwixt 
' the Bark and the Tree. But, why are 
they condemn'd ? ſaid I. The other Buf- 
ons are condemn'd (quoth the Devil) 
for want of Favour; and Theſe,for having 
700 much and” abuſing it. You muſt 
know they come upoa us, ſtill at Un- 
awares; and yet they find all things in 
Readineſs ; the Cloth laid, and the Bed 
made, as if they were at home, Toſay 
the Truth, we have ſome ſort of Kind- 
neſs for them ; for they ſave usa great 
deal of Trouble, in Tormenting one 
another. 
Do you fee him there? That was a 
.., wicked and a Partial Judge: and all he 
# has to ſay for himſelf, is, that .he re- 
”. members the time when he could have 
broke the Neck of two Honeſt Camſes, and 
He put them only out of Foymt. That 
_ good-fellow there, was a Careleſs His- 
hind, and him we lodge too with the 
. Buffons. He fold. his Wives Portion, 
Wi'e «nd all, to pleaſe his Companions; 
| | and 
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 andturn'd both into an Annuity, That 
Eady there (though a great one) is fain 
ro take up roo with the Buffors , for 
they are both of a Rumour : What 
They do withtheir Talk, ſhe does with 
her Body, and ſeaſons it to all Appetites, 
| In a word, you ſhall find Buffs in all 
Conditionsz and in effeR, there are 
nigh as many, as there are men and wos 
men : for the whole world . is given to 
Feering, Slandering, Backbiting, and 
there are more Natural Buffons, than 
Artificial. 2 

At my going out of the Yault, I ſaw 
a matter ofa Thouſand Devils follow- 
ing a Drove of Paſtry-men, and Break- 
ing their Heads as they paſsd along, 
with Iron-Peels. Alack! cry'd one of 
them, that was yet in a whole Skin, it 
is hard the Sin of the Fleſb (ſhould be 
taid te our charge, that never had to 
do with Women. Impudent, Nafty, Raſ- 
cals, (quoth a Devil) who has deſerv'd 
Hell, if they have pnt> How many 
thouſand men have theſe flovens poy- 
ſon'd, with the Grea/e of their Heads, 
and Tals, inſtead of. Mutron-Sewer ? 
with Snor-Pies for Marrow? and Flies 

| Q 2 _ for 
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for Currents? How many Stomachs 
have they turn'd into Leyfzls with the 
Dogs ie ie, Horſeeflefh, = other Carrion 
thatthey have put intothem Þ And do 
theſe Rogues complain (in the Devil's 
Name) of their ſufferings ! Leave your 
pong," ye e Whelps, (fays he ) and 
know, that the Pain'you endure, is no- 
thing to that of your Tormenters. And 
for your Part (f{ays he, to me, with a. 
fowr Look ) becauſe you are a ftran- 
ger, you may £0 about your buſineſs ; 
but we have 4 Crow to pluck with theſe 
fellows, before we part. 

'T went next, down a pair of ſtairs 
into a huge Cellar, where I ſaw men 
burning 1n unquenchable - Firez and 
one of them Roaring, Cry'd out, 1 z« 
wer over fold; 1 never fold, but at Cone © 
[cionable Rat s, why axe [| puniſht thus? - 
I durſt have {wora it had becn Judas, 
bur going nearer to him, toſte if he had 
| 2 Red head, 1 found him tobe a Mer- 
chant of my*Acquaintance, that dy'd 
not long fince. How now, old -Mairiin, 
({aid art thou there? He was do2gea,. 
becauſel did-nct call him Sr, and mage 
np anſwer. I ſaw his Grief agd cold 


him 
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him how much he-was to blame, 10 
cheriſh that Yarity even in Hell, that 
had brought him thither. And what 
do. ye think on't now (ſaid I) Had not 
y0u better have traded in Blacks than 
Chriſtians? Had not you better have 
contented your ſelf with a little honeſtly 
got, than run the hazard of your Soul 
for an Eſtate ; aud have gone ts Heaven ' 
4 foot, rather thanto the Devil on horſe- 
back? My Friend was as mute. as a Fiſhz 
whether out of -Anger, Shame, or 
Grief; I know not. Andthen a D:v// 
4» Office took up the diſcourſe. Theſe 
Pick-pocket Rog nes, (lays be) Did they 
think to govern the World with their 
own Weights and Meaſures , in Secula 
Seculorum ? Methinks, the Blinking,and 
falſe lights of their ſhops, ſhould have 
Minded-them of their @yarter, in he 
Grher World, aforehand; And *tis all 
a Gaſe, with Jewelers, Gold/miths, and 
Other T rages, that ſerve only to Platter 
and Bo/fter up the' World in Luxary, 
and Foly. Bur if people would be wiſe, 
theſe Youths ſhould have little enough 
to do. For what's their C!cth of Gold, 
4nd Silver, their Silks, their Diamond, 
Q 3 and 
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and Pearle, (which they ſell at their own 
Rrice) but matter of meer Wazronxeſs, 
and Superfluity? Theſe are rhey that 
inveigle ye into all ſorts of Extravagant 
Expences, and ſo ruine ye Infenſibly,un- 
der colourof Kindneſs, and Credit. For 
they ſet every thingat donble the Ratez 
and if you keep not tovch art your 
Day, your Perſons are impriſon'd ; 
our Goods Seiz'd ; and your Eſtates 
Extended. And they that help to make 
you Princes before, are now the forward- 
eſt to put, you into the Condition of Beg- - 
gars. | 
- The Devil would have talkt on, if 
Thad piven him the hearing, but there 
was ſuch a laugh fer up on one fide 
on me, as if they would all haveſfplir ; 
and Iweat to ſee what the matter was: 
for *twas a ſtrange thing, methought, 
to hear them ſo merry 1n Hell. The 
Buſineſs was, there were two menupon 
a Scaffold, in Gentile habits, gaping as 
loud as they could Bawl.

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and with the fewer Competitors, Find- 
ing my - credit with my Maſter decli- 
ning,it ſtood me upon to provide ſome 
way orother for my quiet, and to with- 
draw my felt from being the mark of 
a publickenvy. So'l went direQly to 
Nero, and with all poſſible reſpeft and 
humilicy made him a Preſent back again 
_ of his own bountzes. The Truthis,I had 
fo great a paſion for his ſervice, that 
meicher the ſeverity of his Nature, nor 
the debauchery oft his minners could 
ever deter me from exhorting him to 
nobler courſes, and paying him all the 
duties of a Loyal Subjedt. Eſpecially in 
caſes of cruelty and Blood, I laid it per- 
petually home to his conſcience, but all 
to little purpotez for be put his Morher 
to deatb, laid the City of Rome 7n aſhes, 
and indeed, depopulated the Empire of 
honeſt men. And this drew on Piſo's 
Conſpiracy, which was better laid than 
_ executed: for upon the diſcovery, the 
prime jaſtruments loſt their lives ; and 
by divine Providence this Prince was 
preſerv'd, in order (as one would have 
thought} to his repentance and change 
ef;xte. But upon the ue, the Conſor. 
racy 


pe 
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Facy was prevented, and Nero never the 
etter: Atthe ſametimehe put Lucas 
to death, only for being a better Poer 
then himſelf, And if he gave me my 
choice what death to die; it was rather 
cruelty than pity : for in the very delibe- 
ration which death to chuſe, I ſuffer'd all 
even in the terror and apprehenſion that 
made me refuſe the reſt. The EleQion 1 
madewas to bleed to death in a Bath, and 
I fnjihe my own diſpatches hicher ; 
where tomy further afMiction, I have 
again encountred this Infamous Prince; 
ſtudying new cruelties, and inſtru&ing 
the very Divels themſelves in the Art 
_ of tormenting. | 
Atthat word Vero advanc'd, with his 
Hll-favour'd face, and ſhrill Voice, * Te 
* 1sSvery. well (/ags he) for a Princes 
_©£ Favourite, or Tutor to be wiſer than 
* his Maſter 3 bur let him manage that 
advantage then with zeſpeA, and not 
like a raſh and inſolent Fool make 
proclamation preſently tothe world, 
that he's the wiſer of the two. While 
Seneca kept himſelf within tholc 
* bounds, I lodg'd him in my boſom; 
* and the loye I - had for that man was 
F 3 *- ehet 
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* the Slory of my Government ; but 
© when he came to-publiſh once (what 
© the ſhould have diſſembled or con- 
© ceal'd) that it was not Nero, but Sexe- 
* ca that rul'd the Empire, nothing 
* leſs than his Blood could make fatis- 
© faftion for fo intolerable a' Scandal, 
* and from that hour I refolv'd his ru- 
* ine. And I had rather ſuffer what I 
* doa hundred times over, than enter- 
* tain a Favourite that ſhould ratſe his 
* credit upon my Diſhonour. -Whether 
* ] have reaſon on my ſide or no, I ap- 
* peal to all this Princely Aſembly - 
© Draw near I beſeech ye, as many as 
* are here, and ſpzak freely, my Royal

* yvourite to ſcape unpuniſht, that had.

After him, appear'd a 
number of other Favourites ; and all of 
them hearkning toBe11;/arius the Favou- 
rite of Juſtinian, who Blind as he was, 
had already knockt twice with his ſtaff, 
and ſhaking his Head, with a weak 
and complaining Voice, defir'd Audj- 
exce, which was at length granted him, 
Silence commanged ; And he faid, as 
follows.
